1 . The amendment A filed 4/14/03 has been entered. Claims 6 and 23 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-5, 7-22 and 24-37 are pending in this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-22 and 24-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior discloses a data retrieval digital broadcast signal that retrieves data from an ATSC 
compliant digital broadcast signal; a personal digital assistant that receives the data 
from the digital receiver, and a personal digital assistant that includes a data port to 
download the data to a computer.
